(RESOLUTION)

WHEREAS, Southern Union Gas Company has presented to the City Council tenta-
tive maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas mains in fee
streets in the City of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans have been
considered by the City Council; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Southern Union Oas Company be and the same is hereby permitted to lay
and construct its gas mains in and upon the following stree-ts:

(1) A gas main in ROSEWOOD AVENUE, from a point 396 feet east
of Nile Street easterly 126 feet, the centerline of which gas main
shall be 8 feet north of and parallel to the south property line of
said ROSEWOOD AVENUE.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2^ feet.

(2) A gas main in ARCADIA AVEHUE, from Woodrow Avenue to
Arroyo Seca, the centerline of which gas main shall be 7i feet
south of and parallel to the north property line of said ARCADIA
AVENUE.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2j feet.

(3) A gas main in ARROYO SECA, from St. Johns Avenue to
Piedmont Avenue, the centerline of which gas main shall be 7i
feet east of and parallel to the west property line of said
ABR.OYO SECA.

Said gas main described afcove shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet.

A gas main in PIEDMONT AVEBUE, from Arroyo Seca to Yeates
Avenue, the centerline of which gas main shall be 7i feet south of
and parallel to the north property line of said PIEDMONT AVENUE.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2i feet.

(5) A gas main in JUSTIN LAKE, from a point 360 feet east of
Yeates Avenue westerly 500 feet, the centerline of which gas main
shall be 7:1 feet south of and parallel to the north property line
of said JUSTIN LANE.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2j feet.
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(6) A gas main In ALEGRIA ROAD, from Woodrow Avenue to Arroyo
Seca» the centerline of which gas main shall be 7i feet south of and
parallel to the east property line of said ALE&RIA ROAD.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2j feet.

(?) A g&s main in STACY LANE, from El Paso Street northerly
803 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall "be 7& feet west
of and parallel to the east property line of said STACY

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2i feet.

(8) A gas main in McOARTI STREET, from a point 1^1 feet north
of Felix Avenue northerly 1^5 feet, the centerline of which gas main
shall "be 9 feet west of and parallel to theeast property line of
said McOAHTT STREET.

Said gas main described aboveshall have a cover of not less
than 2j feet.

(9) A gas main in RICHARDSON LAKE, from McCarty Street westerly
293 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 6l| feet south of
and parallel to the north property line of said EICHABDSOK LA33B.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not' less
than 2j feet.

(10) A gas main in JUNIPER STREET , from a point 6l feet east
of Branch Street easterly 116 feet, the ceAterllne of which gas main
shall be 10 feet south of and parallel to the north property line of
said JUNIPER STREET.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2̂  feet.

The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City of
Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other undeif-
ground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that t|te
minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that greater depths
may not be required at special points. hen the Southern Union &as Company re-
quired definite information upon the ground as to elevations or working points
from which to base the location of their assignments they shall apply to the
Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days before such information
is required. The Southern Union G-as Company is further put upon notice that
they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any under
ground utility damaged during the construction of lines named in this resolution

TEAT whenever pavement is cut In the vicinity of a fire plug, water
must be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, Including the excavation in
the streets and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said
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mains have teen laid shall "be under the supervision and direction of the City
Manager* and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain fran-
chises granted to said company "by the City of Austin.
